Myron L. Matthewi. vice-president of the 
Dow. lervlcc. warns thai "probably few" 
pcllcyholden underatand the terms of the 
contract between them and the company The 
great rise In property values, and the com- 
panies' warning that they src going to begin 
enforcing what are known ai "co-Insurance" 
cUusei, makes 11 high time to see if you are 
one of the vast majority thet does not know 
where It standi. 

Policies differ, but the typical co-insurance 
clause la an "SO per cent" prorUlon. If youra 
Is that, and you can"t quite figure out the 
lawyers' fine print. It probably means about 
this: . 

"We won't pay more than our share of the 
actual fire loss, no matter how muCli Insur- 
ance you have paid us lor," If you have paid 
for 118.000 worth of Insurance on a »ia,000 
house, with an 80 per_canl -clause, you could 
collect only »e,600 If tni house burned to the 
ground. 

"We (the company) and you (the owner) 
are splitting the rUk. 1: your Insurance Is for 
as much as 80 per rent of the property's 
actual value, and It Is completely destroyed, 
we wlU pay 80 per cent ol lu vslue. and you 
must stand the rast of the lou. as co-lniurer. 
If the house la not completely destroyed, we 
will pay the full value ot your loss up to the 
face amount of the policy. 

"But If the poHcy Is for leu than M per' 
oant of the present value of the property, 
and It la less than completely destroyed, we 
will pay only our share of the actual loss." 

It works like this. Tour house has a present 
value of 910.000 afUr depreciation. Tou 
rtiould have It Insured for IS.OOO. It the house 
Is complalell dastnyed. the company pays 
U.OOD. And U nrt'does M,000 damage, you 
stUl collect 1^ f uU 98,000 for which you have 
been paytng. * 

But supposJ the 910,000 bouse you bought 
before the war Is now worth 930,000 after de- 
preelatlOQ. Tou have raised your Insurance 
cortrags only to 913,000. You are Insured for 
only M per cant-of the house'i real value— 
for only 76 per cent of whst the "80 per cent 
ro-losuranee clause" says you ought to be 
carrying. 

IX \hl JlBUH_imni« to the ground you can 
eoUect the fuU 913.006 for which you paid. 
VUybe you feet you can sund the 94.000 loss 
you needn't have taken, on top of the 94.000 
lou you couldn't avoid as co-lniurer. 

But most flrai do not completely dastroy 
buildings. They damage them, more or lew 
Suppose your house sustains 99.000 worth of 
damage If you were Insured for 919,000— 
which Is M per cant of the house's vslue— you 
could coIlKt the full 99.000 loai Becauw you 
ar» under- innured, you can collect only 75 
per rent of your artual loss, though you hST# 
paid for hslt again enough Insurance to cowr 
the whole buslnaa* 

We do not attempt to Justify the phlloaophy 
behind this type of policy Much leu do we 
MBdcoe the confuelng legal verbiage that 
eoncaals the actual meaning of the 90 per 
rent clause from the average properly owner. 

But tike It or not. that Is the moat common 
type of fire insurance policy. Probably a ma- 
jortty Of property owners ere even more 
fl ang e f e tt slr U B<ter- 4n«M retf. beeaaee •( ihe 
real estate boom and this t>-p» nf conlraei. 
than they reallae It the compsniei now are 
going to enforce such provisioru more rigidly. 
It Is the part M wljHloin tn find onl »rh«t 
weuld happen to ynur r>\Ft'-t ineejUnent If 
fire should strike.
